morpbased into an almost entirely artifi 
ctal product, whitr-t our vines are almost 
entirely natural. Tbe vine dressers from 
Europo having almost a birthright to 
teach us how to cultivate the grape, have 
brought their" ideas aod treatment among 
ns, and it would rettn sheer assurance 
to take any appeal frocS their decision, 
add so we out and prune onr luxuriant 
growing vines by tba European square 
and compass, to a »evere estnnt. I think 
wo arc begintog to throw off these Europe 
ideas, but by very slow and feeble de- 
grees, I have »ev«ral acres in grapes, 
and my trelli*4>ea sre from eight to ten 
fret hiftb, and I would have tbeui higher 
if convenient — even twelve feet. I train 
my vines so they wilt bear the most fruit 
at the top of the treilissoa ; and I believe 
they escape mildew, rot, etc., from thii> 
method — mildew aod rot arising to a 
pre n extant from the fruit being too close 
to the ground aud severe pruning. My 
grapes escaped all diseases, while my 
neighbors' suffered tome from bur-tiug 
trptfi and leaf blight — Boston Spectator.

628,011 88 — their present market val- 
u<- __pr io other words the stocks and 
bond* of the Sinking Fund can be turn 
ed into cash at the above figures on short 
notice. The outstanding and bonded 
indebtedness of the State is Sl.424.394 
00. In plain words, the State owe* 81.- 
424.394 00; and the State has 81.628.- 
01 1 88. in the Sinking Fund, with which 
•he can pay herself out of debt. The 
queation is shall the State sell her stocks 
and bonds in the Sinking Fund with 
which to pay her debt, or shall the 
burthen of taxation upon the people he 
iocrensed to raise the sum ? Senator 
Tyler's bill proposes to sell off these 
stocks and bonds, and we think it i» 
right. If the figures of the report are 
correct, and we presume they are, the 
proposed sale of the Sinking Fund will 
pay our entire State debt, and leave nn 
excess of 8612.000 in the treasury. This 
is a happy deliverance from the expected 
iuerease of taxation.

the MIL Now we are assured t hat the evils 
to the white man, as portrayed in this ex- 
tract, could be averted, by the admission of 
the negro as a-witness iu our State Courts, 
and that all such cases would then be tried 
in our local courts : 

UOW IT MIGHT BE MADS TO WOSK. 

It does not matter whether the testimony 
of the black witness is important or unim- 
portant. The same fact may be testified to 
by a hundred white witnesses of credible 
character; but if there be a black one, no 
matter how necessary his evidence is to the 
conviction of the party accused, that is suf- 
ficient.proprior vigore, to oust the jurisdiction 
of the Slate courts, and vest the exclusive 
jurisdiction in the Federnl courts. If a 
fight takes place at a militia muster, or a 
cross-roads meeting, or a general election, 
or a barbecue, or atauy other public gather- 
ing, in the presence of a thousand white 
persons who can testify to it, though it con- 
cerns nobody but white men, though it is 
between white men entirely, they cannot 
be indicted for the offense in a State court 
if one single negro or mulatto in thnt whole 
crowd baw the thing done. If a negro is in- 
dicted, along with others, for being in the 
affray, it goes of course to the Federal courts. 
If a white man is taken up for a crime 
agninst the State, Indicted, aeraiprned, anil 
his guilt clearly proved by white witnesses, 
he can defeat the jurisdiction aud entitle 
.himself to an aciiuitul, uot by proving thut 
he is innocent of the offense, but by proving 
that he is guilty, and that the crime was 
done iu the presence of a negro. If tho law 
of Congress be valid, and that be the true 
construction of it, any uian that pleases may 
start out with a pre-exprcssed determina- 
tion to commit any crime he pleases against 
the State of Kentucky, with perfect immu- 
nity from the State authorities, if he wi'I 
simply take a negro along with him when 
he does the deed; aud if be is not so happy 
as to have dune it in the presence of one of 
that race, all he needs Lb do is to hunt up a 
black man and make a confession iu his 
presence.

The City Ho C Law. 

The City Couucil intend reviving the 
Hog Law. It is creating considerable 
opposition now as in the past. The city 
aulhorities, from time to time for the 
past IS or 20 years, have made efforts to 
enforce a hog law, but as yet have not 
succeeded. The older hogs of the com- 
munity are well posted, and know the 
gaps and holes through which to escape. 
The following is the result of some in 
quisitive youths iuterview of the "swise," 
which we publish to show the state of 
the'question :

•ome corruption. By this "winding up" 
or "selling off" the Sinking Fund, tbe 
State will be paid entirely out of debt, 
and the people can then see that the 
State government shall not hereafter be 
com* financially iuvolvcd. The article 
from the Ledger argues the question in 
foil, and to it we direct attention.
